New Yorx, Sept. 22.—8. V. White 
& Co. have just sent an announcement 
of their assigoment to the Stock Ex- 
change. The members of the firm 
say their assigament is due to a cor- 
ner in cora, and their interest in the 
stock or bond market is very limited. 

The auuounced assignment and sus- 
pension of B. V. White & Co. of New 
York and Chicago was made on the 
Stock Exchange this morning. White 
says the failare is due to long specula- 
tion in corn and not in stocks. The 
liabilities of the firm are very large, 
but only a few hundred shares of stock 
are outstandiag on contract. No esti- 
mats can be given. 

The climax of to-day’s catastrophe 
has been approaching culmination for 
the last two weeks. The neus which 
has been carefuily guarded leaked out 
yesterday afternoon after closing the 
Stock Exchange. The assignm: t of 
the assets of the embarrassed firm 
was then said to have been made, but 
not received. It was only after a 
thoughtful consideration and a very 
complete review of the situation that 
it was decided to make an assignment 
for the benefit of the creditors, There 
are no contracts outstanding on the 
Stock Exchange and no exc‘tement 
caused there by the announcement. 
All the members of the firm were at 
the office, and when the announced 
suspension was made R. Stedman, as 
a friend, was authorized to make the 
following explanation: The cause 
of the trouble is due wholly to the 
decline in corn. The house has been 
heavily long of September and Oc- 
tober corn and the immense receipts 
were too much for it to stand.” 

The private fortune of S. V. White, 
so long noted for success and boldness 
of his speculative deals, is estimated at 
$2,000,000. A number of firms who 
wére borrowing stocks from White & 
Co. received a notice from the firm 
before the opening of biibiness to-day

Harmless

An Ingenious Device. 

| The principle of the expansion and 
| contraction of a metallic loop made of 
German silver and steel when exposed 
to varying temperatures has been util- 
ized for automatically shutting off gas 
when it has been blown out instead of 
being turned off in the usual way. One 
end of the loop, which is adjusted close 
to the gas flame, is free, while the other 
is secured to the fixture. A valve con- 

trolling the gas is attached to the free 

end, and when the gas is burning the 
| valve is open and the gas freely escapes. 
| If, however, the gas is blown out the 
| le »p will quickly cool and contract and 
if valve will shut off the gas. The 
cevice is exceedingly simple and it re- 
sponds quickly to the change in tem- 
perature.
